Compiement to the Conful. And to tunis Seve ity 
it may be reatonably im puted, thar no otheranempt 
was made in favor of the Excluded King, till long 
afrerwards. | 
Notihat wecan wholy Excufe Brucus, who too 
far divefted himlelf of Paternal Affection, when ne 
was not contented with the bare Condemnauen of | 
his Sons, but had to little Tendernels as to behold 
them Executed. Tho’ he might do it perhaps to 
thew the World, that a Magiftrate fhou'd entire'y 
pur off the Father, when thole two Relations in- 


‘terfere with each other. But this however is an Fr- 


roncous Opinion, fince he might at once have dif- 
play d both the Magi‘trate and the Father. The

Gencral, who was the firft, that tran{planted Cher- 
yiesto Rome,brought them with him intheYear of the

he was fucceeded by Pompey the Great. | 

Q_ If an Arrow be fhot Weflward with fuch a 
Swiftnefs as is Equal to the Motion of the Earth round 
at's Axis, what Changeof Place will it Undergo 

A, With refpect to Relative Place or the Parts 
of the Earth, the Arrow will undergo the fame 
Change, as tho’ fhot Eaftward. For it will change 
ir’s Scituation in Proportion to the Degree of Mo- 
tion, with which it isendued. But wich refpect ro 
Abfolute Place or the Immoveable Firmamentr, it 
will. undergo no Change ar all. For as it is carried 
Eaftward by an Extrinfick Motion, viz. by the 
Motion of the Earth round its own Axis (which 
communicates it's Motion to all things, that arc 
within it's Armofphere) fo thar Morion Eaftward 
is Counterballanc’d by an Equivalent Motion Weft- 
ward.And therefore were a Spectator to behold the 
Moving Arrow, without either {ecing the Barth, 
or being carried Eaftward by the forelaid Motion 
of the Earth, it wou'd feem to Him not to Move 
at all. | 

Bur if the Arrow were to be thor Ealtward with 
the foremention’d Swiftnels, asit woud change ir’s 


Relative Place in Proportion to that Swittnefs, fo 


it wou'd change it’s Abfolute Place in a Double 
Proportion. 


If the Arrow were to be fhot Weftward with a 


Swiftnefs either Exceeding or falling fhort of the 
Diurnal Motion of the Earth, it woud Change it’s 
Abfolute Place in Proportion to either the Excels 
or Deficiency of its Motion. But the Change of 
it’s Abfolure Place proceeding from the Excefs of 
it’s Morion won'd be towardsa part of the Heavens 
Oppofite to that,towards which that Change woud 
be Produc’d, which Proceeded trom the Deficiency 
of its Motion.
